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Cardinal Dearden says abortion, 
war the same in concern for life 


DETROIT — Cardinal John Dearden has called on priests of the 
Detroit Catholic archdiocese to show concern for the protection of 
all life — not only in abortion cases — but in such situations as the 
current Indo-China war. 

“It should be remembered by pro-abortionists and _anti- 
abortionists alike that we cannot be selective in our love for life,”’ 
Cardinal Dearden said in the Priests’ Newsletter here. 

“The very same reasons call on us to protect it wherever and 
however it is threatened, whether through the suffocation of poverty 
or in villages ravaged by napalm or unborn in a mother’s womb.” 

ALTHOUGH the cardinal has orally linked war and abortion, said 
an aide, this is the first time a statement has been published on the

“‘Catholic participation in the debate over abortion legislation can 
be hopelessly distorted if it is construed as an attempt to impose our 
own moral teachings through legislation,” said the cardinal. ‘‘That 
context is far too narrow.

Parishes called to ‘search out the elderly - provide for them’ 


A NEW DRIVE to deal with problems of the 
aging at the parish level was spearheaded by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher last week. 

He called on parishes to join the diocese in an 
effort to develop new programs and activities for 
the elderly. 

A 50-member Advisory Committee has been 
established to focus on four major fronts — new 
legislation, low cost housing, spiritual, 
recreational and educational programs, and 
public information to gather facts on the aging. 

“IT IS OUR obligation to assist the aged in 
their needs,’’ Bishop Maher told the committee’s 


organizational meeting at Catholic Community. 


Services. ‘‘In order to do this we need the aid of 
parishes. We must search out the elderly and 
provide for them, especially those who are 
isolated.”’ 

The welfare of older persons was a major 
emphasis of the recent Respect Life Week ob- 
servance. Bishop Maher has often spoken out in 
behalf of the aging and was a delegate to the 1971 
White House Conference on Aging. 

The new Advisory Committee is part of the 


Diocesan Department on Aging, formed last 
January by Bishop Maher to demonstrate 
Church concern for senior citizens. 

“DEPARTMENTAL services are at the 
request of the parishes,” said Maria Estrada, 
director of the department. “‘We do not interfere 
with parish functions, but are happy to be of 
service in a parish according to the needs of the 
aging.” 

Sister Elizabeth Sandmeyer, assistant director 
of the department, has been promoting the 
strengthened ministry to the aging in talks at 
deanery-level meetings. 

“It may well be that the greatest challenge 
confronting each parish today is to strengthen 
the quality of life of those who are walking in the 
end of the life-cycle,” she says. 

“EACH PARISH has to realize its respon- 
sibility to. mobilize its aging people, let them 
know that they are loved and appreciated and to 
develop programs that will restore their self- 
image.” . 

Advisory Committee members will be a priest 
and two or more lay people from each deanery — 


the regional grouping of parishes and institutions 
of the diocese. Others will be respresentatives of 
the aging themselves, ethnic groups, 
professional people, retired priests and other 
religious. 

Miss Estrada said the committee ‘‘is 
established on a county basis starting with San 
Diego, then moving to other counties as program 
needs dictate. 

“Our service is not designed to serve Catholics 
only, but to reach all people on an ecumenical 
basis.” 

She pointed to the Cedar Community Center 
which occupies the ground floor at Catholic 
Community Services. This interreligious center, 
which cooperates with the diocesan aging 
department, was opened by the Sisters of Social 
Service and other groups. 

“Our coordination and planning,’’ said Miss 
Estrada, ‘‘is accomplished only with close 
working relationships with the county, 
municipalities and private agencies.”’

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Bishop Maher says Catholic press ‘ministry of eminent, form 


Regional CPA meeting draws 
editors, staff from five states

~ THE CATHOLIC press has 
a ‘‘vital prophetic role’’ to 
play in the Church and in 
advancing a peaceful world 
community, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher told Catholic editors 
meeting in San Diego. 


“In the Church the 
Catholic press is a ministry 
of an eminent and for- 
midable nature — eminent in 
that it concerns’ the 
awakening and development 
of faith, the source of all life 
— formidable because it 
tends to educate our faith 


and implant a ‘concern for 


conversion,”’ he said. 


‘““You men and women in 
the communications media 
mold the ideas and fashion 
the opinions and shape: the 
habits of thought of prac- 
tically everyone. 


“YOU CAN facilitate 
thought and discussion or 
you can stifle it. You can 
advance the process of 
civilization or you can 
thwart it. You can elevate 
man to his rightful dignity...” 


Bishop Maher spoke at a 
Mass which he and seven 
other priests concelebrated 
at the Catholic Press 
Association’s western 
regional meeting. Editors 
and staff of 17 Catholic 
newspapers from five states 
attended the sessions, hosted 
by the Southern Cross. 

Editors, he continued, are 
like beacons of light in the 
world. ‘‘You are the salt of 
the earth, the leaven which 
lifts the mass until the whole 


is leavened. You are the 
educators of faith. 


“YOU HAVE the op- 
portunity to give Christianity 
a new chance to win the 
minds of men. You have the 
wonderful task of par- 
ticipating in the great 
renewal of the Church; to re- 
unite Christendom; to bring 
Christ to all men.” 


Bishop Maher cautioned 
editors against ‘crowding 
out the real, substantial 
reportable incidents with 
stories of mere human 
failings.” 


“You must be a positive 
force,” he said. “Your aim 
must be the promotion of 
good and not the mere 
avoidance of evil. You must 
seek harmony, not division. 


You must look to the heights - 


of heaven for inspiration, not 
to the depths for criticism.” 


THE CATHOLIC press as 
a force in promoting and 
explaining the ecumenical 
movement was discussed by 


Msgr. John R. Portman, 
chairman, ~ Diocesan 
Ecumenical Commission, 


and Lutheran Pastor Jack 
Lindquist, USD lecturer. 


Both pointed to the job of 
the Catholic press in 
educating .readers’ in 
ecumenical problems, ac- 
complishments, disap- 
pointments. 


It is especially important, 
they said, to prepare people 
for successes and failures.

Sister Dolores and friends 
mark 100 Holy Family years

THE SISTERS of the Holy 
Family, pioneers of religious 
education in this diocese, are 
marking their centenary 
next week. 

Sister Dolores Molina, one 
of four Holy Family nuns in 
the diocese, said the Sisters 
were first sent from San 
Francisco at the request of 
Bishop Charles F. Buddy. 

He needed them to teach 
religion to Catholic children 
attending public school, in 
the days before there were 
many parochial schools. 

“THE SISTERS would go 
out in pairs around the 
diocese to teach catechism,”’ 
said Sister Dolores. “‘They 
also taught religion to youths 
in juvenile detention 
homes.”’ 

Holy Family Sisters were 
among the first religious in 
the diocese, with the Sisters 
of Mercy and the Sisters of 
St. Joseph of Carondelet. In 
1942 Holy Family parish was 
founded in Linda Vista to 
honor the order’s work. ‘ 

Sister Dolores is CCD high 
school coordinator for the 
diocese. The other three 
Holy Family nuns are CCD 
parish coordinators.

What issue is a religious issue? 


Pastor Jack Lindquist an eloquent and very articu- 
late representative of the Lutheran Church in these 
parts, made a good point to the Catholic newspaper 
staffs at their convention in San Diego last week. 


- When asked which social issues are also religious — or 


matters affected by one’s faith — he replied: all. 


“If you have a social issue which you find yourself 
judging separately from your religious belief, then 
you are judging the issue as an atheist in that par- 
ticular area,’ he said. ‘“‘Surely our Christian faith 
enters into everything we do. There are no separate 
compartments.” 


Rev. Lindquist, who runs a parish in University City 
and teaches at USD, joined Msgr. John R. Portman, 
chairman of the Diocesan Ecumenical Commission, to 
discuss the whole quesion of ecumenism and its 
treatment in the Catholic press. An interested visi- 
tor was A. E. P. Wall, new director of the National 
Catholic News Service.

To speak or not 


Should the Catholic press express explicit and 
decisive views on every subject which rears its head? 
There are those who expect us to take sides on almost 
every issue. And there are those who condemn us for 
taking sides at all. The current political campaign is 
an excellent example. My desk has its complement of 
comments from both ends of the political spectrum. 

Typical is one from a couple in Palm Springs which 
attaches a clipping on the bishops’ opposition to 
Proposition 22, regarding farmworkers rights. ‘“‘We 


request immediate cancellation of our subscription. 


We do not feel the Church should voice what we be- 
lieve to be leftwing causes. 


Others, including residents of Sun City, complained 
bitterly about the large ad from supporters of 
President Nixon two weeks ago. One reader, in fact, 
presumed we endorsed that ticket by publication of 
the paid ad. It is repeated this week. 


Should we publish political advertising? A good 
question. My editor colleagues at the convention last 
week agreed that we have to open our columns to all 


- legitimate advertising, provided it does not conflict 


with faith or morals.

casionally airs his views in America magazine. He 
recently attacked the diocesan press for avoiding 
editorial comment on certain issues — the three in 
particular being ‘“‘good conscience’ remarriage 
cases, women in the ministry and lowering the age for 
permanent deacons. 


Msgr. Adamo overlooks the fact that not all of us 
agree with him. He wants Rome to give in on “good 
conscience’’ cases. He wants Rome to allow women in 
the ministry. He wants younger permanent deacons. I 
happen to disagree with him on two out of three at this 
stage, until the subjects have been studied more. 
Editorial comment would therefore be premature. 


There is no doubt that the Church is in the world and 
must show its leadership. But that leadership, through 
its press, is not necessarily always to be seen arguing 
with authority. There has been rather too much of that 
in the 10 years since Vatican II — by all kinds of 
people, lay and ordained. 


Appeals... appeals... appeals 


Last Sunday we had the annual irresistible call for 
our missions all over the world, the call which asks 
us to follow in a material way, the instruction from 
Christ to “teach all nations.” 


Concurrently in various localities we have the an- 
nual cry from the United Crusade (or Fund), 
whatever it may be called, which does an outstanding 
job of distributing contributions to social causes which 
otherwise might not be able to exist. Several of our 
Catholic social activities directly benefit from the 
United Fund and the appeal should never fall on deaf 
Catholic ears. 


Prayer of sound and sight 


If prayer is the raising up to God of the mind and 
heart, good music and excellent stage production 
surely must reach transcendental heights, too. The 
performance of Aida by the San Diego Opera last week 
was in every sense uplifting — a feast of beauty, of 
sight and sound. : 

The human voice can be an unmatched instrument 
and in this cast were several who used God’s gift to 
make a well-worn score live with beauty. 

For pure silver, the substitute Aida, Alpha Floyd, 
was unsurpassed. And for robust gold, Eugene Holmes 
struck a rich vein. Few evenings have provided such 
musical and visual joy. 


Experiment in what? 


The post office public relations people claim that the 
San Diego system is a new idea which is being watch- 
ed elsewhere in the country with interest. Their 
method of handling the mail is unusual. I can vouch 
for that. The Southern Cross takes longer and longer to 
reach its 50,000 subscribers. 


My own SC, mailed 2 miles from this office, and 
delivered to my apartment, 2 miles from the post 
office, now takes two or three days. First class mail 
reaching this office, and all diocesan offices, arrives 
two, three and four days after being posted. 


It is unfortunate, but we cannot yet give a blessing to 
the ‘‘new’’ San: Diego postal service. This is no 
reflection on the hardworking mailman but on a 
system which evidently has its problems.

Appeal for ‘no’ 
vote on Prop. 22 


I hope that Mrs. McMahan

point lies in that: we are accepted for 
what we teach about ourselves. 


In our philosophy, our life style, it is 
important to be seen to be what we 
profess. No amount of proclamation on 
the virtues of moderation, self- 
discipline, integrity and self-knowledge 
will persuade those who know him that 
a profligate is anything but a 
profligate. 


WE MAY ASCRIBE the _ highest 
motives to our actions, but if it 
becomes apparent that we consistently 
avoid commitment and seek escape 
from any confrontation with ourselves, 
only the foolish may be deluded. 


If we profess to admire asceticism, 
we must be seen to be self-denying. If 
we speak of love, we must be seen to be 
loving. If humanistic, we must be seen 


to be humane. If we claim Christianity, . 


we must, above all, be. seen to be 
Christian. 


When words and action, or words and 
appearance are at variance, then we 
are led to suspect that perhaps there is 
no integrity... no truth in that person. 


I REMEMBER an old man, who was 
noted for his wisdom, once saying to a 
group of teenagers in my hometown 
too many years ago: ‘‘You say I am 
wrong, that things are not what they 
seem, that this or that is not. what 
appearances may lead me to believe. 
Believe me, if it is not so now... it will 
be.”’ 


He was talking about the wild 
behavior of the youth who protested 
their innocense of any immorality. 
What he was actually warning them 
was that they would become what they 
seemed to be, what their actions 
suggested. 


Nothing is more important for a 
Christian than to be seen to be what his 
Christianity demands that he be - a 
person of integrity and truth, of con- 
viction and courage, of trust in the love 
of God and gentleness. in the ways of 
men.

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«| « Hidalgo Center reaches behind 
bars with legal assistance

THE PADRE Hidalgo 
Center, 
many social services to 
Spanish-speaking people, is 
now going to prison. 

Since its doors opened in 
Southeast San Diego last 
May, the diocesan-sponsored 
center has enabled 700 
people to get legal advice 
when they needed it most 
and had no other place to go. 


Now the center is going 
into the prisons to see if 
anyone charged with, or 
convicted of, a misdemeanor 
needs legal assistance. 


THIS NEW program calls 
for the formation of 12 
visiting teams, each con- 
sisting of a lawyer and a law 
student, Charles Abdelnour, 
the center’s legal services 
director, told the Southern 


. Cross. 


“Of course, one of the 
team will speak Spanish,’’ he 
said.“‘They will visit jails, 
talk to inmates, hear what 
they have to say, advise 
them of legal rights so they 
can understand them, find 
out if they think they’ve been 
kept in jail unjustly, etc. 

“Maybe they could be out 
on bail and just don’t un- 
derstand what todo or where 
to go for help.”’ 

THE PRISON program, he 
said, is another outreach of 
the center’s legal aid work 
which finds between 25 and 
35 people, nearly all 
Mexican-Americans, coming 


which provides _ 


to the center at 2277 National 
Ave. for advice every 
Thursday. 

This is when the center is 
turned over to lawyers, law 
students, interpreters and, of 
course, those looking for 
help. 


— A widowed mother who 
wants to get her son returned 
from Mexico so he can be 
new head of the family. 


— Aman who feels he was 
fired unjustly because of a 
communication gap with his 
employer. 

— A woman who thinks her 
rights as a consumer have 
been stepped on and wants 
satisfaction or her money 
back. 


— An unemployed who 
wants. to know about 
unemployment ‘insurance, 
Social Security, welfare, etc. 


“THESE ARE just a few 
examples and only scratch 
the surface of the many 
types of legal aid we give,”’ 
said Abdelnour. ‘The list 
could be endless. 


“A big problem facing 
some of those who need help 
is that they are not too 
familiar with our complex 
legal system. We bridge the 
gap and help them get 
through the language and 
other barriers. 

‘‘And a psychological thing 
with them is that we’re 
located in the area, we’re 
accessible.” 


THE CENTER has about 
75 volunteer lawyers and law 


students from the University 
of San Diego, Western State 
University and Cal-Western 
University. 


“Students, of course, can’t 
give the legal advice,”’’ 
Abdelnour said, ‘This is 
done by the lawyers. But 
students do all _ the 
preparatory work; they 
interview, get the facts, 
summarize them and write 
up the case for the lawyers 
who counsel or make 
referrals.” 


The center’s work is 
coordinated with that of the 
Legal Aid Society, district 
attorney’s office, consumer 
affairs and other related 
public agencies. 


ABDELNOUR, a board 
member of the Legal Aid 
Society, said the society has 
an office in a black area 
about a mile from the Padre 
Hidalgo Center, and others 
elsewhere. 

Another phase of the 
center’s legal program is 
work with Juvenile Hall, said 
Abdelnour. ‘‘We get trained 
volunteers from the Family 
Service Organization of San 
Diego County to counsel 
youth first offenders. 


“Sentencing may _ be 
postponed for 90 days while 
the youths take part in a 
mandatory bi-lingual 
counseling program.” 

VOLUNTEERS try to find 
them jobs or get them back 
into school. If they show 
signs of cooperating their 
sentence may be suspended. 
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YOUTHS BUILD — A red, white and blue poster heralds Youth Week, Oct.

Which do you believe - the Hill of Hope or the Church? 


By Father Gabriel L. Sparacino 


Father Sparacino has _ received 
considerable correspondence as a 
result of his condemnation of the 
movement centered on Mrs. Frances 
Klug and the Hill of Hope. This arti- 
cle is the substance of his reply to 
those who have written. 


FRANCES KLUG’S “locutions” are an 
insult to Christ and his saints. 

There is no comparison between 
Frances Klug and St. Joan of Arc, Lourdes 
or Fatima. 

St. Paul to the Romans (13: 1-2) says: “‘Let 
everyone be subject to higher authorities, 
for there exists no authority except from 
God, and those who exist have been 
appointed by God. Therefore he who 
resists the authority resists the ordinance 
of God; and they that resist bring on them- 
selves condemnation.” 

BISHOP LEO T. MAHER, legitimate 
Bishop of San Diego Diocese, with due 
right, authority and responsibility has 
ordered his flock to give neither credence 
nor financial support to Frances Klug and 
the Hill of Hope movement. 


To disobey the bishop is a rash and seri- 
ous thing. It is the height of pride equival- 
ent to a bookkeeper arguing brain-surgery 
with a specialist. 

It has never been known that a 
canonized saint or mystic ever defied the 
authority of the Church, but submitted 
themselves to it even when it was painful 
and humiliating. Humility, love and obedi- 
ence are the foundation of sanctity. 


EVIDENTLY, you did not pay any atten- 
tion at all to the Scripture quotes that I 
cited (Leviticus 19:31; 20-27). “One who 
seeks oracles from the dead is an abomi- 
nation to the Lord.” Deuteronomy 18:11. 
Why do you need the frequent oracles of 
St. Joseph from the mouth of Mrs. Klug to 
guide you to salvation? 

The definition of a medium is a person 
who is supposedly susceptible to the 
supernatural agencies and so capable of 
imparting knowledge derived from them 
or of doing things by their aid. (Webster’s 
Dictionary). In other words, it is a man or 
woman who allows their body to be used. 
by spirits who communicate to the living 
from the spirit world. This is plainly con- 
demned by the Bible. 

Seance, according to Webster’s, is a 
meeting of spiritualists to receive. spirit 
communications. Accordingly, I have used 
the terms medium and seance advisedly 


in referring to Frances Klug. 

MRS. KLUG IS therefore a medium and 
she does hold seances. She and her fol- 
lowers are not only defying legitimate 
Church authority but also ignoring the 
Bible. 

Since the mystical experiences are dan- 
gerous, only the Church has the compe- 
tence and right to judge whether they are 
of God or of the devil. 

There is proof that Frances Klug is not 
the holy mystic her followers claim her to 
be and who unofficially have already 
canonized her, for she is openly rebelling 
against the Church and impatient to await 
the decision of Rome. 

FOR A MODERN example of holiness, 
humility and obedience, I cite the saintly 
stigmatic Padre Pio who submitted to the 
discipline of the Church when temporarily 
his activities were curtailed by Rome and 
later restored.

So Mrs. Klug inspires love and devotion 
to God and the saints besides leading 
tepid souls back to fervor and better lives? 
Granted that this may be so in the beginn- 
ing, experience assures us that no one can 
quote the Bible better than Satan when it 
suits his purpose: 


“The just man lives by faith’ and the 
majority of holy souls on earth get to 
heaven without visions, ecstasies or locu- 
tions from the other world. 


ST. JOHN OF THE Cross, doctor and 
mystic of the Church, warns us in his Dark 
Night of the Soul, to reject visions, locu- 


tions, sensing of invisible perfumes and 
the like — even if they come from God — 
since, as he says, the devil can imitate, 
insinuate himself and duplicate any vision 
or miracle that God can perform in order 
to deceive souls. 

The anti-Christ, for example, will per- 
form wonders and miracles that will out- 
shine the miracles of Christ even to the 
point of seducing the elect, according to 
the Bible. 

Almighty God leads certain, chosen 
souls to the heights of contemplation and 
union with him by first giving them a 
foretaste of heaven through visions, locu- 
tions and ecstasies in their private and 
individual lives. 


HE LATER WEANS the soul from these 
once they are well on the road to sanctity, 
for the senses of the body and the faculties 
mentioned above must be purified and 
eliminated through the terrible trials and 
sufferage of the Dark Night of the Soul so 
that finally the perfected soul lives in the 
darkness-light of faith alone. 


God cannot be perceived by the senses 
but by the innermost recesses of the soul 
alone because God is pure spirit. When a 
saint reaches the height of mystical union 
possible in this world, it is a union of per- 
fect love between the Divine Spirit and the 
Human Spirit without any of the senses 
or the sensible faculties coming into play. 


It is disturbing to me to hear Frances 
Klug compared to the three children of 
Fatima, Bernadette and Joan of Arc. 
There is no comparison. 


THESE SAINTLY souls were not 
mediums nor did they hold public seances. 
They received external manifestations of 
the supernatural and external locutions 
and visions, and not very often at that. 
Neither the Blessed Virgin nor the saints 
entered their bodies and then subjectively 
spoke from their mouths. 


Regarding St. Joan of Arc, her voices 
were private revelations. She did not 
gather a group around her and hold 
seances nor dictations from the other 
world. Meanwhile, like all the saints in 
history, she submitted to the authority of 
the Church and became a martyr by the 
express will of God. 

Many false mystics have been exposed 
by the Church during these 1,900 years. 
Hence the prudence and caution of the 
Church in these matters. 


Even though the Church has made mis- 
takes, as in the case of St. Joan of Arc, 
nevertheless, the popes and bishops alone 


have.the. authority to judge.these cases. If . 


we do not obey them then we have religi- 
ous anarchy, schism and disorder. 


We cannot take the law into our own 
hands, not even when at times the author- 
ity is remiss in its duty. This is what makes 
saints: to suffer, to obey, to be humble. 


I HAVE HAD many experiences with the 
diabolical and consider myself an expert 
in the occult, witchcraft and Satanism. 
More than once my life was at stake and 
in a future book which I hope to write, God 
willing, I will give the details. 

The cases I will write about will concern 
Catholics considered holy by their fol- 
lowers though unapproved by the Church 
who possessed marvellous gifts such as 
reading the secrets of the heart, healing, 
prophesy, locutions with the saints, ete. 
One by one, time proved them to be pos- 
sessed by the devil even though during 
their lives they gave the most inspiring 
spiritual talks and heavenly messages.

' I HAVE READ Mrs. Klug’s “locutions,” 
i.e., the complete set and that is why I said 
that they were an insult to Christ and his 
saints. The few good statements in them 
are not revelations. Are not the inspired 
Holy Scriptures, under the magisterium of 
the Church, sufficient as guidelines to sal- 
vation? " 

In Frances Klug I see the same pattern 
of Catholic mediums of whom I have had 
40 years of experience. “Your soul will be 
defiled” by your association with her. (See 
Leviticus 19: 31). I speak as an expert on 
Satanism and am not acting on hearsay 
about Mrs. Klug. 

I feel sorrow and compassion for her fol- 
lowers. Obviously, they are titilated by 
direct dealing with the supernatural. By 
their actions, they no longer seem to think 
the Church is adequate and competent.

Little Flower - not haven before death 
but a ‘home with 95 happy people’

THEY FEEL THEY really have the secret of 
eternal life at Little Flower Haven. 


“‘They don’t come here to die but live forever,” 

- quips Father Cornelius Cronin, for more than six 

years, chaplain, counselor and friend to the 
home’s 20 men and 75 women. 


“We are just a home with 95 happy people,” 
says Sister M. Benedicta Huerta, head of this 
true haven for the aging in La Mesa. It is the only 
Catholic home for older folks in the diocese. 


THERE ARE BRIGHT old people there. Mrs. 
Isabell Ferguson, former school teacher, who 
has lived at the home for 17 of her 98 years, says 
‘‘make sure you get my age right.’’ Then she 
warns, “take a good picture of me.”’ 


Mrs. Ferguson joked with her ‘‘kid”’ sister-in- 
law, Agnes Davis, who is ‘‘only’’ 80. They are 
good friends and spend much time together. 

Father Cronin, who once taught at Im- 
maculate Heart and St. Francis seminaries, 
offers Mass every day and Benediction of the 
Blessed Sacrament weekly. There also is a Holy 
Hour every Thursday, all in the home’s beautiful 
chapel.

through the main floor. It reaches the lounge, 
too, which is dominated by a statue of St. 
Therese of the Child Jesus, the ‘‘Little Flower’’ 
honored by the home and whose ‘“‘little way”’ 
leads to sainthood. 


“Our people have a tremendous spirit of faith 
which parallels the dedication of the Sisters,”’ 
says Father Cronin. ‘‘They have adapted 100 per 
cent to renewal in the Church and I’ve had no 
requests for Latin Masses.” 


Sister Benedicta deplored the fact that there is 
no other Catholic home for the aging in the 
diocese. 


“WE GET SO MANY requests for rooms, even 
many from priests, which we can’t fill. Our 
waiting list is good for a couple of years. And we 
need homes for retired priests, too.” 


She noted that she recently received a request 
from a retired Polish priest in Texas looking for 
a home in Southern California. Other dioceses 
have the same problem, she observed. 


There is only one other priest at Little Flower 
Haven — Bishop Dermont O’Flanagan who 
headed the Juneau, Alaska, diocese, from 1951 
until he retired in 1968. 


MANY CATHOLICS stay at Luther Towers, 
said Sister Benedicta, ‘‘which means they cook 
for themselves or go out for meals.’’ Catholics 
have to go to nearby St. Joseph’s Cathedral for 
Mass. 


At Little Flower Haven, she added, ‘‘we 
provide private rooms with meals and take into 
consideration their dietary requirements.” 

While there are some recreational facilities, 
residents participate in the senior citizens 
program at nearby La Mesa Recreation Park 
Department facilities. 


“THERE IS NO digcesan subsidy at Little 
Flower Haven,’ says Sister Benedicta. The 
home is supported by monthly rents — Medi-Cal, 
Medicare or Social Security and the residents’ 
own funds. Average monthly cost is $200 for 
each resident for room and board, without 
medical care. 


‘We give the state a regular accounting report 
in compliance with our tax exemption and other 
regulations,’’ she said.

Answer 
Please! 


Question: 

We are a few senior citizens 60 years 
and over. It seems that in order to 
receive communion each Sunday, we 
must go to confession every six 
weeks. We all live a good Catholic life 
and therefore have nothing to con- 
fess, so we make up things. Is this 
necessary? 


Moral theologians have consistently 
maintained that a person does not have to 
go to confession if he has not committed a 
serious sin. Not even once a year! So I do 
not know where the notion of “every six 
weeks” came from. 


But there is enough evil in all of us with- 
out having to resort to fantasies about our 
wickedness. To be sure, you senior citizens 
may not commit the traditional “mortal” 
sins, But how about those general weak- 
nesses in our personalities — for example, 
selfishness, lack of charity, half-hearted 
attempts to deepen our spiritual lives? 


On the occasion of confession it might be 
much more profitable for us to expose our 
personality faults rather than to parade 
such items as missing meal prayers, forgett- 
ing morning prayers, and so forth. They are 
not sins anyway. 


You will, unfortunately, encounter con- 
fessors who insist on concrete “sins” rather 


than a self-analysis of what is still lacking 
in your personality to bring you closer to 
God. In such cases you may find it necessary 
to ‘‘shop around” for another confessor. 

Finally, it is still a wholesome practice 
(according to what has been said above) to 
confess every six weeks or so, because this 
sacrament represents a personal encounter 
with Christ.

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Talking Point 


Growing old - point 
of ‘no return’ or 
cared-for slow down? 


IN MIAMI RECENTLY it was reported that at 
least 11 patients — frail and elderly — inthe 
Jackson Memorial hospital there have been 
rejected by their relatives. Some arrived on the 
hospital steps with a ‘‘no return’’ tag attached 
like a used bottle. 


Some are left at the hospital by relatives who 
speed away in autos. Others are dropped off by 
nursing homes with the “‘Do not return’’ tag. 

The plight of the aged comes more and more 
under the light of close examination. It is not all 
bad. There is much good. 

BISHOP LEO T. MAHER, in a major 
statement.on the aged in April, put his finger on 
one aspect when he said: “‘Growing old is one of 
the most difficult tasks in human development. 
Today many people become fearful of growing 
old. They shun the elderly and seem indifferent 
to plans that might shelter the elderly.”’ 

But, is ‘old age” so grim? Is it something we 
should fear because we tend to associate it, as 
the bishop said, with such unpleasant symptoms 
as senility, poverty and sickness? 

Apparently it need not be. There is strong 
evidence that those who make an effort to ‘‘stay 
young’’ can remain mentally and physically 
youthful in the 70s and beyond. A visit to St. 
Vincent Ferrer parish in Sun City would soon 


dispel any idea that those over middle age sit 


around and mope about their age. By keeping 
active, they stay active. 

HOWEVER, A VISIT to some of the rest, 
retirement or convalescent homes throughout 
the diocese will give a picture. which ranges 
from the bright and positive approach to senior 
citizenship to the downright “forgotten and 
unloved.”’ 


‘In this corner of the United States, blessed by a 
climate which is comfortable for aging limbs, we 
have a large proportion of folks in the ‘‘retired’’ 
category. 

Recent studies show that while Americans 
over 65 do have problems, as a group they are 
definitely not as pitiful and lonely as widely 
believed. Despite popular opinion, the majority 
of the aged see themselves as relatively happy 
and are integrated with friends, family and 
neighbors. 


THE PLIGHT OF THE elderly who are in 
severe need has overwhelmed the -public in 
recent years. But it also appears that the Nor- 
man Rockwell image of older people, while 
romanticized, does not belong solely to the past. 

Although not overjoyed at getting older, a 
great many of the elderly apparently are able to 


“take it in their stride’ and would agree with the 
philosophical view of the late Father John 
LaF arge, SJ, who wrote at age 84: 


“‘Old age is not just a casual calamity. On the 
contrary, itis a natural phase of our human life 
that stands in its own right, just as does every 
other human life phase . . . It enjoys its own 
dignity, its own privileges and character. 

“OLD AGE IS A TIME to counsel the young, to 
help the troubled, to comfort the lonely, the sick 
and the needy . . .the more meaning you have 
found in life, the clearer will be the meaning of 
old age.”’ : 

According to the 1970 census, about 67 per cent 
of the elderly live in-some family setting. About 
12 per cent of these live with relatives and the 
remaining 55 per cent are the head of a 
household or the wife of a head. 

‘Of that 55 per cent only 19 per cent are women. 
The rest are men over 65 with young wives, or 
widowers. (About 40 per cent of men over 65 have 
wives under 65). 

ABOUT 28 PER CENT of all elderly live alone 
or with nonrelatives. Of these, 7 per cent are men 
and 21 per cent are women. This is a reflection of 
the much larger number of widows as compared 
with widowers — 55 per cent of older women are 
widows while only 18 per cent of older men are 
widowers. About 57 per cent of the elderly are 
women. 

Only 5 per cent of all the elderly live in in- 
stitutions. 

Statistics from the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare’s Administration on 
Aging show that a total of 81 per cent of the aged 
have no limitations on mobility, although about 67 
per cent do have one or more chronic conditions. 

ABOUT 8 PER CENT have some trouble 
getting around but can manage on their own, 
sometimes using a cane or other aid. Another 6 
per cent need help of another person to get 
around. Only 5 per cent are housebound. 

Insufficient income seems to be a common 
problem of the elderly. The latest census shows 
that about 24 per cent of elderly couples and 60 
per cent of the single elderly have an annual 
income of less than $3,000. 

Available studies .refute many of the 


stereotypes of the aged but at the same time © 


confirm that the aged do face very serious 
problems. And there are ominous signs that the 
problems could become worse. 

THE CRUCIAL POINT seems to be that many 
of the problems associated with old age are not 
so much the result of aging per se as they are of 
other factors — deep-rooted poverty, urban 
decay, inflation, crime in the streets and per- 
sonality traits. 

Most of us can accept in older people the 
common physical characteristics of aging such 
as grey hair, wrinkled skin, slowness of 
movement. It is when we see older people op- 
pressed or suffering that we become alarmed. 

But closer inspection shows that these 
problems are largely due ‘to situations that 
existed long before the individuals became old. 

THE ELDERLY PERSON who is pushed 
around and grudgingly cared for in a household 
may turn out to be an unpleasant, demanding 
person who “‘makes life miserable’’ for everyone 
around. If the person had a pleasant personality 
and brought joy and harmony to the home in- 
stead of discord, perhaps he or she would be 
loved and welcomed. 

The importance of church in reaching the

needy elderly, and the elderly in general, is also 
stressed. 

“The aging look to the church to help,” says 
Sister Marian Denise Walsh of the Catholic 
Charities’ service for the aging in the Brooklyn 
diocese. 

“TO MANY, THE church is the last 
meaningful thing left. Friends have long passed 
on to their eternal reward or moved away. 
Children, if there are any, now find that their 
own families claim their time and attention. 
Even the old landmarks have given way to time 

.. But the church remains.” 

“Old age can be a period of joy and con- 
solation, of looking forward to eternal union with 
God,”’ said Msgr. Michael A. Buckley, chaplain 
of the Mary Manning Walsh Home of the New 
York archdiocese. 

“But God is actually no stranger to meet only 
after death. God, the Holy Spirit, is very much a 
part of us all our lives, abiding within us as ina 
temple. 

“LIFE IS LIKE going up a mountain,”’ he said. 
“The further up you. go the more you see 
everything below in its proper perspective. In 
older age we are -more aware of the éternal 
values and can come closer to God.” 

Msgr. Buckley stressed the need to prepare 
spiritually for old age by developing a strong 
religious commitment, expressed in one’s 
everyday life, which can be sustained and ex- 
panded throughout the retirement years. 

“Live your faith,’’ he said. ‘‘Reflect in your 
lives the truth which you profess — the belief 
that God is everywhere and not only in far 
distant outer spaces; that God is very intimate 
and close to us.” 

RELIGIOUS GROUPS have always been in 
the forefront of agencies providing services for 
the aged. But churches also have a unique role in 
society in preparing individuals for aging. 

Religion gives individuals their spiritural 
identity, the God flame, which remains eternally 
young and continues to burn brightly until the 
very end of man’s earthly life.

MINNEAPOLIS — Sixty- 


four priests of the Catholic. 


Archdiocese of St. Paul- 
Minneapolis have left the 
priesthood since the 1940s, 
but six priests who left have 
since returned. 

One of the returnees is 
Father Jerry Koenke, 31, 
who was stripped of his 
priestly faculties while on a 
leave of absence which 
began in the summer of 1970. 

He told parishioners in 
1970 that he was leaving for 
three reasons: 


— Lack of leadership in the 
Church, ey constant 
negativism of leadership and 
very little positive direc- 
tion.” 


— Some of his priest 
friends had left the 
priesthood and ‘‘a lot of me 
left with them.” 


— The demands of the 
laymen were becoming 
greater and “I was caught in 
the midst of them.” 


FATHER KOENKE lived 
with two ex-priests for a 
short while, and then took an 
apartment of his own in St. 
Paul. Because of his 
background in logic, he got a 
job as a systems analyst in 
the Control. Corp. plant in 
Bloomington. 

Since his return to the 
active priesthood, he told a 
writer for the Minneapolis 
Tribune, he has been sub- 


“Well, what are you going to 
do with your wife?” 


Father Koenke insists 
there was no woman in his 
life before or after he left. 


“I FIGURE A lot of priests 
get such an involvement 
before they really know what 
they want,” he said. “‘I 
decided to let that one wait 
for a while.” 


But he has noticed that 
many of the younger 
parishioners are treating 
him with more respect and 
interest since he came back. 
“They just assume I was 
leading a wild old life and 
that they can now relate with 

- me much better,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
don’t tell them any dif- 
ferent.” _ 


‘Father Koenke found his 
“8 to 5” job left him with 
much more free time than 
had the priesthood. He 
played handball four or five 
times a week, went to parties 
and spent a lot of time 
helping out at the St. Paul 
Jewish Community Center. 


SHORTLY AFTER 
starting his work, Father 
Koenke got a big shock. He 
found the same problems at 
Control Data as he had with 
the Church. 


“There wasn’t enough 
leadership and direction 
there and I found far more 
people dragging their feet 
than I did in the Church,”’ he 


.parishioners applaud 


helpless to do anything about 
it!’ 

In no way did Father 
Koenke find life harder on 
the outside, but he realized 
some things that he did not 
learn as a priest. 

“J DISCOVERED that I 
can’t blame the archbishop 
for day-to-day. problems I 
encounter,’’ he said. ‘‘And 
most of allI realized what we 
want to do in life must come 
from ourselves. 

“The problems of the 
Church didn’t disappear, but 
I realized I could live with 
them and still do things. Iam 
not ashamed of my leave of 
absence. It was a_ very 
honest period of my life.” 

Archbishop Coadjutor Leo 
C. Byrne asked him if he had 
found the problems of the 
Church were not so great. 

“I TOLD HIM there were 
still problems but I want to 
do something about them,” 
Father Koenke said. 

After the nine-month 
leave, Father Koenke was 
re-assigned to St. Timothy’s 
parish in suburban Blaine. 
During his first Sunday 
Masses upon his return, he 
told the parishioners about 
his leave, then said: 

“T am much more com- 
fortable with myself now. I 
know what’s out there. 
People are hungry for 
religion. I feel that I am 
more understanding of

‘PRAYER OF CHRISTIANS (American 
Interim Breviary) N.Y., Catholic Book 
Publishing Co. 1668 pages, $13.50. 


“Those who recite the Divine Office 
devoutly abound in the lights of the Holy 
Spirit.’’ Abbot Columba Marmion wrote that 
about seventy years ago. (Cf. Marmion, 
Fire of Love, page 83.) 

Just a few years ago, priests could write 
for special permission to pray the office in 
English. Now the tide has turned and an 
English language Breviary makes the 
Divine Office available to clergy, religious 
and laity.
